I ANSING (AP) — A billion- 
dollar school aid bill, setting a 
$25 million parochiaad budget 
and “bonus payments” for poor

William Milliken’s 
education package—was report­ 
ed from the Senate Appropria­ 
tions Committee Friday along 
with the announcement that the 
committee would seek a state 
Supreme Court ruling on the 
constitutionality of aid to non­ 
public schools. 
$40 .Million Cut 
Chairman Charles O. Zollar, 
R-Benton Harbor, said the bill 
cuts some $40 million from the 
governor’s $1.04 billion proposal, 
changes his proposed formula 
for fund distribution and in­ 
cludes a new method of increas­ 
ing 
dollars 
for 
educationally 
deprived areas. 
Debate on the bill, however, 
was not expected immediately. 
Zollar said Senate leaders had 
agreed not to take up the spend­

Closed Inquest 
Tile ruling by the Massachusetts Supreme 
Court ordering a closed inquest into the death 
of Mary Jo Kopechne has great implications for 
the State of Massachusetts and the United States 
— most of them bad. 
The court ordered that no members of the 
news media could be p resen t for the hearing, up­ 
holding the dispute with the law filed by counsel 
for S*n. Edward Kennedy. Tt further ruled that 
any future inquests in Massachusetts would be 
subject to the same order. 
Strong criticism of th e development has 
been fired by press representatives and justi- 
fiabh* so. 
D. Tennant Bryan, publisher of the Rich­ 
mond. Va.. Times-Dispatch and News leader and 
chairman o* the American Newspaper Publish­ 
ers Association committee on free press and fair 
trad. said “only an onen inquest can serve the 
public interest and. indeed, protect the interests 
of Sen. Kennedy and other parties involved. 
Only an onen inquest can maintain^ public con­ 
fidence in the integrity of the judicial process.” 
Bryan said his committee agrees with a 
statement bv the American Society of News­ 
paper Editors which said th e closed inquest 
“affronts the cause of justice and the rights of 
citizens.”

The conflict here, if there is one, is between 
the Constitutional guarantees to a right to a 
fair trial and the right of a free press. While the 
Constitution asserts, however, that Congress 
shall make no law abridging th e freedom of 
speech or of the press, the affect of the court’s 
ruling is to abridge this freedom. 
Bryan pointed out that “neither the public 
nor the press is at fault” for the intense interest 
in the death of Miss Konechne after Sen. Ken­ 
nedy’s car went off a bridge on Chappaquiddick 
Island last July. 
Sen. Kennedy, by virtue of his political posi­ 
tion and the reputation of his familv, is news 
himself. His involvement in any accident, much 
less an accident involving a death, would be 
news and the circumstances around this acci­ 
dent — his failure to report it immediately and 
dater his statements to investigators and on 
national television — only served to strengthen 
the interest. 
The inquest is not a trial. Tts sole numose 
is to determine the cause of death of Miss Ko­ 
pechne. And despite what th e Massachusetts 
Supreme Court and Sen. Kennedy’s lawyers be­ 
lieve. a public report of the inquest could be of 
great benefit to the senator.

In all of the discussion in recent years about 
the alledged conflict in pre-trial publicity be­ 
tween the right of a person to a fair trial and 
the right of a free press, the assumption has 
been that newspaper, radio and television re­ 
ports could be prejudicial against a person. Sel­ 
dom is it mentioned that publicity could be pre­ 
judicial against the police and rarely is it con­ 
sidered that pre-trial publicity may, in fact, often 
provides a needed balance. 
But the inquest in Massachusetts essential­ 
ly does not involve pre-trial publicity, although 
if there is determined later reason to charge 
Sen. Kennedy it might be construed that way. 
The case involves renorting of an official 
proceeding. Presence of newsmen would help as­ 
sure a fair proceeding. 
In this particular inquest, all interested par­ 
ties will be competantly represented by legal 
counsel. But the Supreme Court ruling in this 
case will apply to all inquests and what will 
there be to assure that fair practice is followed 
in other cases. 
The public should protest any infringement 
on open proceedings. Open hearings are the best 
guarantee of fairness.

Nixon's Handling Of 
Consumer Abuses Hit

advocates of consumer legisla­ 
tion. and maybe even some con­ 
sumer-conscious 
members

disappointed 
with 
the 
Presi­ 
dent’s proposals to protect buy­ 
ers from abuses in the market­ 
place. 
The dis apl join tment, as ex­ 
pressed by consumer groups, 
concerns the President’s atti­ 
tude 
toward

suits, or actions by groups of 
aggrieved customers against a 
seller 
whom 
they 
felt

abused them. 
This is the way Nixon’s spe­ 
cial assistant far consumer af­ 
fairs, Mrs Virginia Knauer, ex­ 
plained her view af class suits 
in a speech last month to the 
National Association of Manu­ 
facturers. 
“When the consumer gets ille­ 
gally taken in a purchase.” she 
said, ‘‘the loss is generally low­ 
er than a lawyer’s fee. The cost 
of taking the casa to court if of­ 


ten prohibitive. 
“We have an answer to that 
problem—class action. By join­ 
ing together and sharing attor­ 
ney and court costs, consumers 
can bring suit against a firm in­ 
dulging in deceptive or fraudu­ 
lent practices and obtain re­ 
dress of damages in the federal 
courts. 
“My office has drafted legis­ 
lation to provide for these joint 
suits, and we hope it will be en­ 
acted by Congress.” 
Mrs. Knauer correctly antici­ 
pated that her stand would 
cause concern among the busi­ 
nessmen to whom her remarks 
were directed. 
“Some 
businessmen 
have 
asked 
me 
whether

bill 
might not generate waves cd 
‘ambulance chaser’ type suits 
which would unnecessarily har­ 
ass business,” she said. 
She reminded them: “Federal 
courts do not accept ‘ambulance 
chaser’ cases. The honest, ethi­ 
cal manufacturers who produce 
•ate, quality products and honor 


their guarantees have nothing to 
fear.” 
Mrs. Knauer, as subsequent 
events prove, went too far. In 
his

week the President said class 
action suits would be recom­ 
mended, but only after the gov­ 
ernment had first successfully 
prosecuted offenders.

“would prevent harassment of 
legitimate businessmen by un­ 
limited nuisance lawsuits.”

observers 
now ask if this means, by infer­ 
ence, that harassment of inno­ 
cent consumers by the sale to 
them of faulty products is sim­ 
ply to be condoned without 
immediate 
recourse 
to

Perhaps unwittingly, the net 
effect of such a limitation could 
be to involve the federal govern­ 
ment even more deeply in the 
marketplace

Here is a fairly frequent type 
of hand. It is one in which de­ 
clarer must decide very early 
what method of play to adopt. 
West leads a heart and de­ 
clarer can count seven sure 
tricks—two spades, two hearts, 
a diamond and two clubs. His 
other potential tricks depend 
upon the location of the king of 
hearts, the K-Q of diamonds 
and the queen of clubs, as well 
as the distribution in the minor 
suits. 
One way of finding out about 
the king of hearts is by playing 
dummy’s queen at trick one. 
When East follows low, it is 
reasonable to assume that West 
has the king. 
Now comes the critical step. 
Two more tricks must be de­ 
veloped in the minor suits, and 
perhaps the natural inclination 
would be to tackle the longest 
and strongest suit—clubs. 
But this would not be the 
safest thing to do. Suppose you 
led a club to the ace and an­ 
other one back to the jack. If 
the finesse lost you would have 
only eight tricks, even though 
the suit proved to be divided 3- 
2. A heart return would then 
almost surely put you out of 
business.

clubs than diamonds, it is bet­ 
ter to tackle diamonds because 
this is a forward-going step 
that at the same time protects 
your heart position. 
At trick two, declarer leads 
a low diamond and finesses the 
ten. West wins but cannot af­ 
ford to return a heart, so let’s 
say he shifts to a spade. 
Declarer 
wins 
in 
dummy 
with the ace and leads a dia­ 
mond to the nine. When t\e 
finesse succeeds. South cashes 
the ace but unfortunately the 
king does not fall. 
Now the ace of clubs is fol­ 
lowed by a club finesse and, 
even though the jack loses to 
the queen, South has his ninth 
trick in the form of his fourth 
club. 
As happens so often, the cor­ 
rect order of plays makes the 
the contract.
